BILL TO PREVENT STRIKES.. 


Adier’s Measure Provides That Court 
Shall Name Arbitrators. —

ALBANY, N.-Y., Feb.°17.—Assemblyman 
Adler (Republican) of Rochester intro- 
duced a bill in.the lower house to-night 
providing. for: compulsory arbitration of 
any labor dispute bete een public service 
corporations and their employes. The bill 
prohibits the interruption: of the opera- 
‘tions of such companies by strikes and 
lockouts. 

The bill requires a public service cor- 
poration to enter into written contracts 
with its employes by- which such com- 
panies bind themselves not to discharge 
employes or reduce their pay except on 
ten days’ notice. The provision is bind- 
ing upon employes to the extent that no 
employe can remain in the employ of a 
public service corporation except. after 
signing a contract pledging himself to ob- 
serve the provisions of the act, including 
the ten-day notice clause.

The first militant suffragettes, Aristo- 
phanes’s conception of*them in his. com- 
edy “ Lysistrata,” were shown at Maxine 
Elliott's Theatre-yesterday afternoon for 
the benefit of ‘the Woman’s _ Political 
Union. 

The play, given by amateurs and pro- 
fessionals together, was a charmingly 
pretty spectacle, and the Greek suffra- 
gettes might easily have won their cause 
by .the: indirect influence of their good 
looks, without the gracious logic of Lysis- 
trata. 

Lysistrata’s logic was more needed with 
the women than with the. men. It was a 
daring proposal that she made to them. 
Not one word of love, not one kiss, or 
kind look to husband or sweetheart until 
each and every one should’ declare for 
peace and end the disgraceful war which 
left the women for months husbandless, 
and.in which they. had no voice. 

Lysistrata was wise in her generation. 
She did: not leave the women to fight 
their battles, without her after having once 
convinced them. She kept them together 
at the Acropolis.continually. under her in- 
fluence. The women made pretty sorties 
upon the men, It was a delight to watch 
how they captured. the police, covering 
them with robes. They ‘entangled an 
Athenian hero. in more of these same 
robes and captured the spears of the sleep- 
ing guards and repulsed them with their 
own weapons. There was an effective 
scene when: one of the wives repulsed her 
husband, who. bgged her to return to her 
home. She loved him, but she left him, 
flying to her retreat. 

Lysistrata’s task was no easy one. One 
after another her-suffragette soldiers en- 
deavored, as husband or lover returned, 
to desert her. “She called them .together 
and spoke sternly to-them. .* 

“I took her by the hair and hurled her 
baek » to sense,” said she of one would- be 
deserter. 

Of course, the men promised. peace, and 
that gave a chance for Lysistrata to call 
for a dance which introduced amateur 
dancers, who were: led by voung lIolaus 
who wore, a small tiger skin and very little 
else.

ENGLAND’S GREAT JUDGEDEAD 


Lord Macnaghten Was the Most Emi- 
nent M.«ber of British Bench.

LONDON, Feb: 17:—-Lord Macnagh- 
ten died in London this evening.

By buying staple food supplies in large 
quantities from 15 to 30 per cent. can be 
saved.. Any one wishing to. do, so.may 
economize in this way. Housewives must 
not:look upon their art as*mere drudgery; 
they must bring education, iritelligence,. / 
and concentration into practice. They 
should :learn, as-manufacturers have, that 
the best results are, to be obtained in a 
workshop that is well lighted, properly 
ventilated and comfortably large, suitably 
furnished, and sanitary in all its Mba 
ments.

The weakness 
of age had come upon him, and he rarely 
ventured from The Héights, as Ne called 
his mountain retreat. 


Cincinnatus Heine Miller was the real 
namie. of the “ Poet of the Sierras,” and 
he. was’ born in Indiana back in 1841; But 
the world had. long known him. by : his 
pseudonym, Joaquin Miller,.and for many 
years had associated him with the mount- 
ains and mines of the-Far West. Ever 
since his retreat in the seventies The 
Heights, his high acres. near Oakland, 
Val., been looked upon as one ot} 
the picturesque figures of the Golde 
Gate, a figure inseparable from Cali ore 
nia, and with his_ high ts, buckskin 
clothing, and bread sombrero resting rr 
the massive head of flowing white hair, a 
figur. that .would .soon-pass, with other 
outposts of pioneer, days, into the last 
great epic'oef civilization. 


This removed life that Miller led in his’ 


last :.quarter century there on that high 
point. where Fremont tented: and from 
which he caught the view that led to the 
name “The Golden Gate” gave him a 
reputation as a philosophical hermit—a 
sort of Joh# Burroughs of the Far West. 
Although Miller loved this api a,b re- 
tirement . there. were . occasional but 
marked lapses from his devotion to it, 
In the late ninetfes he suffered himself 
to .be dispatched to the Klondike as the 
special pie Dag tiga I at. that scene of 
interest .of New York Evening 
Journal; and it ‘must be admitted that he 
‘sometimes came re to gpend some days 
with the Royeroft Colony at East Aurora. 
Some. thought there were occasional 
aspects of Miller’s simplicity that smacked 
of Elbert Hubbardism.. But he did love 
his heights, where he and_ his mother 
planted hundreds of trees, where he_ built 
his home and his chapel, and where, fi- 
nally, he built the pyre—a cairn of rough 
stones inscribed “‘‘To the-Unknown”’’—on 
which he gave directions that his body 
should be burned and from which the 
ashes were to be carried off by the winds 

through the.cypress grove and over the 


‘““More than: twenty years ago,’ he 
wrote not so many years back, “I sat 
down .here: on a. mountain. side with 
mother and began to plant trees, Men 
and women came.to work and. to rest 
with us, men and womén from colleges 
and ‘universities. No’ one was ever asked 
to: come—no one was ever asked to got” 

Miller's family moved to Oregon when 
he was only 13, and from there he ran 
away to the California gotd fields. Then 
followed several years of mining life close 
to the soil with the Indians, a bit of law 
Study, a little law practice, some years 
on the bench as a country Judge in Cali- 
fornia, ang then his ‘first attempt at 
writing. This was as editor of The Eu- 
gene City Democratic Register, which was 
Suppressed. The. name Joaquin came 
‘from -his, spirited defense of -Joaq 
roe a Mexican bandit. The name stuck 
oO m, 
shake it off he shrewdly accepted it. One 
of his first attempts to’ sell:a manuscript 
was. in’ his offer of copy to Editor ‘Bret 
Harte of The Overland, San Francisco, 
but his first. verse attempts in this coun. 
try—his ‘Songs of the Sierras ’’—were 
coldly received by Eastern publishers, so 
he. took them to London. There they were 
published and créated a sensation. Miller 
was... petted, . lionized, -exalted,. a little 
spoiled. He returned to this country and 
Heights, where he soon.settled, becamé a 
‘literary. mecca.

Miller. always protested that he did not 
like writing, and that he-.would stop as 
soon as he could afford todo so. He 
accumulated® several thousands, but lost 
them. however, in Wall Street, a most un- 
hermitlike thing to do, and it made writ- 
ing all the more’a necessity. 

“IT: never reallyintended to‘devote my 
life ‘to writing;’’ he said once. ‘‘I do not 
like it. My ambition has always been to 
huild up alittle home and make a mod~ 
erate living by raising something in a 
garden and also practicing law in a quiet 
way.. A man who writes constantly can- 
not think much, and a man who does not 
think “much ought not to have much to 
say. ”
